A new look 
at summerfallow 


So accustomed over the’ years 
has the average farmer in Western 
Canada become to the practice of

Active colonies. of Kangaroo Rats. were found in the 
Great Sand Hills of Saskatchewan's southwest “desert” dur- 
ing a recent museum expedition there, Dr. Robert W. Nero, 
assistant director of the Saskatchewan Museum of Natural 


History, reports. 

Dr. Nero, accOmpanied by Rich- 
ard Fyfe, museum extension of- 
ficer, after addressing a teachers 
institute at Prelate, visited the 
sand dunes southwest of Sceptre 
during September and found them 
harboring hundreds of Kangaroo 
Rats. . ; 

_ The discovery of the colonies 
was made by a naturalist farmer, 
Frank Busholl of Sceptre, who cor- 
responded with the museum ‘fol- 
lowing a newspaper article on the 
discovery of a dead Kangaroo Rat 
at Portreeve in July, 1955..This rat 
was only the third specimen pre- 

_ viously found«in Saskatchewan. 

Accompanied by Mr. Fyfe and 


First Metis Co-op

.checked traps and stalked the rats 


from midnight to 6 a.m. 

“The night search was necessary 
because these mammals are almost 
completely nocturnal which’ ex- 
plains why so few people have 
‘seen them,” Dr: Nero said. 

In two nights the three men 
succeeded in capturing, by tray 
and: by hand in. the headlights of 
their car, a total of eight. live 
Kangaroo Rats. Five were brought 
back alive and one pair is now on 
display in a: large glass case at 
the museum. 

Literally hundreds of rat bur- 
rows and trails were found. These 
were most common on top of open 
sand dunes, although one rat was 
captured two miles from the dune 
area, close to a stubble field. 

Dr. -Nero said he doubted if 
these rodents would ever be con- 
sidered pests because of their 
preference for dry sandy areas. 

“They prosper in areas which 
will not support cattle. Being ‘so 
adapted for desert conditions they 
can survive without water. Their 
presence in the Great Sand’ Hills 
indicates that this area ;is close to 
being a desert area,” he said.. 


Dr. Nero said the fact of Mr. 


Buscholl reporting his discovery} 


to the museum was & fine example 
of the way in which the public ‘is 
co-operating with the museum. 


“This is the’ first official con- 
firmation of Kangaroo Rat dens 
in the province. Although we knew 
they’ had 'to-be in that area, wé 
had not previously had the oppor+ 
tunity to search for them. Thanks 
to Mr, Buscholl we did not have 
to search long,” he said. 


The total ‘area of distribution of 


_|the Kangaroo Rat still remains to 


be determined and Dr. Nero urges 
people living near sand dunes .to 
send a report to the museum. if 
they find signs of rats, especially 
burrows about three inches in 


diameter out: in the ‘bare sand]

In normal use, the rear tires 
wear quicker than the front, right 
tires wear faster than the left. By 
regularly rotating the tires — in- 
cluding the spare — a driver can 
sometimes increase tire life .as 
much as 25 percent.

can take miles off tires. “Often,” 
he went on, “we: give our cars a 
severe jolt without realizing it— 
hitting a deep chuck hole or bump-:

Leafy spurge spread poses : 


serious farm problem in West 


Leafy spurge is a serious weed 
throughout western. Canada and 
appears to have spread widely’in 
recent years. Cultivation control 
usually involves up to three years 
of intensive summer-faHowing or 
the continual use of herbicides 


There are many areas to which 
the above-mentioned control meas- 
ures are not applicable, These are 
area of light soil where wind ero- 
sion is an ever-present danger. 
stony areas where machinery can- 
not be effectively used, areas of 
native grassland that have been 
invaded by the weed and marginal 
lands on which inexpensive, yet ef- 
fective control measures must. be 
devised. ' 

At Pearce, Alberta, an area of 
light sandy soil ‘Yecame badly in- 
leafy spurge 
years.ago, states A, Johnston, Ex- 
perimental Fa*m, Lethbridge, 
Alberta. The control méasures 
adopted involved seeding the area 
to crested wheatgrass and pastur- 
ing the resulting mixed grass-weed ' 
stand with sheep, This. procedure 
has reduced .the stand of leafy 
spurge by 91 percent in the past 
four years. : 

From the. standpoint of. prac- 


‘tical management, it was’ ‘noted 


that sheep eat leafy spurge readi- 
ly when the weed is from one to 
three inches in height, If turned 
into an area.in sufficient numbers 
to keep it grazed down .to. this 
height, the weed will be eaten 
throughout the grazing season. 
This is especially noticeable during 
midsummer when crested wheat- 
xrass becomes wiry and unpalat- 
able, If turned in at later stages, 
leafy’ spurges is not readily eaten 
and some. losses from poisoning, 
attributed to the weed, may be 
experienced. 

An indication. of the selective 
nature of sheep grazing is seen 
in the fact that the total number 
of weed species present has been 
reduced from 11 species in 1952 t 
7 in 1955. . 

While complete eradication of 
leafy spurge has not yet been ac- 
complished the treatment de- 
scribed, good control of the weed

Eight to 12 years is general- 
ly considered necessary to 
produce a new variety of 
wheat.

Strictly speaking, however, the 


new variety is actually produced in 
about half of this time, as the re- 
maining period is primarily a test- 
ing phdSe. 

Exte~sive tests are necessary to 
ensure that a new variety has 
high yield over. a large area, and 
that &s bread-making qualities are 
adequate. Maintaining Canada’s 
high standards of quality is the 
greatest difficulty in the produc- 
tion of new varieties. 


The production of a new variety 
from the time of the cross to the 
beginning of yield testing, requires 


on the average, six generations of 
growing. With the aid of green- 
houses, and winter nurseries in 
Mexico, this can be. reduced to 
three or four years. The increase 
of seed stocks prior to distribution 


can also be hastened by growing]’ 


them in the United States or 
Mexico during Canada’s winter 
months. 


A great deal of the testing, 
however, can only be done. during 
the summers by growing plots un- 
der field- conditions. In the early 
stages of testing there is a large 
number of potential new varieties, 
These are grown at several places 
within a limited area. After two 
or three years the, most promising 
of these varieties are then ad- 
vanced to the ‘'‘Co-operative Tests 
of Common Wheat Varieties”. 
These are a series of tests grown 
at 23 different locations in West- 

A ern Canada by Experimental 
Farms and Universities. Extensive 
information is obtained on disease 
and insect resistance and on yield 

. ‘and other agronomic characteris- 
tics. Grain harvested from ‘these 
23 places is subjected to milling 
and baking tests to provide quality 
information. ;

Siem of economic health 


(From The Virden Empire-Advance, Virden, Man.—July 11, 1956) 


Canada continues to have an adverse balance of 
trade with the rest of the world. That means we are im- 
porting more than we export. Most of this so-called ‘un- 
favorable’’ balance of trade is in our dealings with the 
United States. Roughly speaking, for every two dollars 
worth of goods we ship to the United States, we buy three 
dollars worth. 


There may be a tendency to construe this as a weuk- 
ness in our economic fabric which cannot be reconciled 
with evidences that we are enjoying unprecedented pros- 
perity. This might be true with respect to some countries.’ 
But, as Mr. Howe pointed out recently in Parliament, our 
unfavorable balance of trade is a sign of health. 


Canada is in somewhat the same economic. position. 
today as the United States was after the civil war. She 
leaned heavily on Britain for,machinery and equipment to 
lay the foundation for the “utilization, of U.S. resources 
which eventually put our neighbor in, the forefront of the 
world industrially: The United States today is playing the 
role for us that Britain played for our neighbor in the last 
century. 

This new machinery and equipment has helded us in 
the last decade develop our oil, iron, power and chemical 
resources. Secondary industries spring up to utilize the 
hew raw materials. The importation of capital has spurred 
on this. progress. It has offset our adverse balance of trade 
in our international exchange settlements. But it is hasten- 
ing the coming of the day when we will be less dependent 
upon imports. 

What has happened with enpect to oil illustrates how 
this works. At one time, not many years ago, we were de- 
pendent almost entirely upon foreign sources for our pe- 
troleum energy. Today, we are just about able to meet our 
requirements, and we actually export oil to the United 


. States. This change Was inevitable. But its coming; has 


been hastened by machinery and capital imported from 
thé United States. Now, by exporting petroleum, while our 
imports have been cut sharply, we are in the happy posi- 
tion of being virtually independent of foreign sources for 
this essential commodity. Furthermore, we have been 
saved. an even greater imbalance in our ne by the de- 
lepnee of our domestic resources.

Crossings always hazardous

The regrettable railway. crossing. accident which took 
the lives of two men recently near High Bluff, emphasizes 
over and ‘over again the never-ceasing caution and vigi- 
lance required by. drivers. Death lurks at every crossing, 

and the mounting toll of fatal accidents this year illus- 
trates too clearly that we haye not yet learned ‘the: true 
values of safety ‘practices. Millions of.words are written 
dnnually stressing greater precautions and hundreds of 
thousands of pamphlets are directed into drivers’ -hands, 
but still we are compiling an unenviable record for acci- 
dents. ; 

On double track lines, there is a need for drivers to be 
doubly cautious. One train in sight may be approaching 
the.crossing, while another moving in an opposite direction 
may.not be heard. A sudden urge by a motorist to get over 
the crossing after the first train clears, might put him or 
her right in the path of the second train. This has been the 
case in many accidents reported within the past two or 
three years in Canada. If a driver hesitates long enough 
to get a clear view of both tracks for half a mile or so, kis 
safety will be assured. But in a world of speed and hurry, 


we are prone to forget a safety rule of that kind, and with . 


fatal results. 

Installation of proper signals, under-pass and over- 
‘pass crossings, and even watchmen, have done much to 
improve safety conditions.. New highways are being built 
to escape railway crossings, and it may be that-in time 
level crossings will be eliminated altogether. Until this lat- 


. ter time arrives, however, the individual must keep close 


guard over his or her driving habits. We must be vigilant 
every moment we are on the highways, although here too 


we are lulled into security by the fact that we pride our-- 


selves in good driving in heavy traffic. ‘There is.no loop- 
hole for: escape from danger if we become careless or com- 
Piaoent: Bie vigilance is the’ price. of safety.

Diabetic society 
functions given 


Functions of the Diabetic Asso- 
ciation are outlined in an article 
especially prepared for the current 
issue of Health Magazine, - official 
publication of the Health League 
of Canada. 

The Association cannot do much 
for the diabetic who is already in 
a serious condition, but it can and 
does a tremendous amount to help 
diabetics of today and of the fu- 
ture. The way it promotes good 
health across Canada is by: 

1. Encouraging early detection 
of diabetics—a urinalysis should 
be a part of every medical check- 
up at no extra cost. 

2. Having instructions available 
immediately upon detection, both 
regarding methods of injection, 
sterilization and purchasing of 
equipment, and regarding varia- 
tions of diet within the doctor’s 
prescription—yet within budget 
and taste of the individual dia- 
betic. .¢ 

3. Having the necessary food, 
injection equipment and testing 
materials given free to low-income 
and indigent diabetics. 

4. Aiding research projects re- 
garding possible prevention and 
better treatment of diabetics. 

The Diabetic Association was 
formed some seven years ago, un- 
der the leadership of Dr. C. H. 
Best, co-discoverer of insulin, so 
important now in the treatment of 
diabetes; and Dr. A. L. Chute, 
Physician in Chief of the Hospital 
for Sick Children. The two doctors 
called together a group of dia- 
betics and parents of diabetic 
‘chiidren and asked them to form 
a Diabetic Association. 

A charter for the group which 
grew from these early meetings 
was granted in 1953. Prior to this 
there had been ypo such body in 
the whole of Canada. Thére are 
now branches of the Association 
‘{n every province with the excep- 
tion of Prince Edward Island, and 
Manitoba. ;

Frogmen have @ new job in Gulf 
of Mexico waters: searching for 
oil. 

Operating from a 65-foot boat, 
scientists turned frogmen are 
working in water up to 65 feet 
in depth. Some of the exploration 
is 45 miles offshore, south and 
east of port of Galveston, Texas. 


[Underwater notes are made on the

meter, the divers calculate the 
force of underwater currents.

These researchers are not hunt- 
ing for offshore oil in the cnven- 
tional sense. Offshore drilling lo- 
cations ‘are ‘‘spotted” by essential- 
ly the same geological and geo- 
physical methods as used on dry 
land. Instead, these scientists in 
skin-suits are using the cohtinen- 
tal shelf as a gigantic field labor- 
atory to study sediment deposits 
on the gulf floor. ; 

Aqualung diving techniques, of 
course, were developed for military 
purposes during. World War II. 
But the oil industry is the first 
to put these techniques to work 
for an industrial purpose. : 

These scientists, six in number, 
prepared for the underwater expe- 
dition by spending a week learn- 
ing to dive in the San Marcos 
river, at San’ Marcos, Texas. When 
they finished the course, all of 
them were able to pass the diving 
test the U.S. Navy gives its frog- 
men. . : 

Most of the oil fields so far dis- 
covered in the world are what 
geologists call “structural traps’ 
—underground closures: formed by 
subterranean rock layers folding 
and fracturing. 

Some of the biggest oil finds— 
the great East Texas field for in- 
stance—have been in an entirely 
new type of trap called “strati- 
graphic,” which aré bars or reefs 
formed in ancient seas’ by gradual 
deposition of sediment over’ the 
centuries. These reefs and bars are]. 
extremely hard to find by conven- 
tional methods. 

Many of the big oil fields of this 
type have been found by pure ac- 
cident. Now the oil frogmen are 
“combing” the gulf floor, hunting 
the sediment deposits that may 
point the way to stratigraphic 
traps. oF 

While they “prospect” on the 
gulf floor, the frogmen collect sam- 
ples of starfish, snails, shellfish and 
other marine and animal and plant 
life. They. dive, dredge and core. 

Sédiment samples brought up by 
dredge are stored in steel . cans, 
carefully labelled as to location, 
then'sent to laboratories for an- 
alysis. i 

To get samples of older sedi- 
ments, several ‘feet below the 
present gulf floor, the scientists 
use a coring barrel—an eight-foot 


nudged the divers’ face-masks, not 
at all alarmed by the intruders. 

Two of these geologists, strange- 
ly, were near-sighted on land. 
However, they reported that when 
they donned their aqualungs and 
went down to the gulf floor, the 
near-sightedness vanished. Instead 
they gould see better than their 
companions who had. normal vi- 
sion!
